The instant Application was filed under 35 U.S.C. § 371 and claimed the 
priority of International Application Number PCT/US99/17116 having an 
international apphcation filing date of July 28, 1999, which in turn, claimed priority 
of U.S. Provisional Application Number 60/094,702 (hereinafter referred to as the 
"'702 application") filed July 30, 1998. On November 16, 1998, Inventor 
THROWER executed an assignment in which he assigned his entire right, title and 
interest in the '702 application, as well as inter alia, his entire right, title and interest 
in and to: 

. . .every patent application filed or to be filed on the 
said invention and internationally, including 
renewals, revivals, continuations, divisions.... 

to Rhone-Poulenc Rorer Pharmaceuticals Inc., a Delaware corporation (hereinafter 
referred to as "RPRPI") and its successors, assigns and legal representatives. A copy 
of the executed assignment is attached hereto and labeled "Exhibit A". 

On December 15, 1999, RPRPI filed a Certificate of Amendment with the 
State of Delaware to change the name of RPRPI to APPI, and on that same day, the 
Secretary of the State of Delaware issued a certificate of Amendment changing the 
name of RPRPI to APPI.
